The test-drilling for a water supply for Yenbo el Bahr 25 to 30 kilomters 
from the town has failed to find sufficiently large supply of fresh wter, The 
net result is 2 smell fresh-water well yielding about one-fourth the desired 
quantity and a large well yielding sufficient water for the tow but too brackish 
for drinking purposes. Because I was concerned about the possibilities of small 
quantities of dissolved salts deleterious to the health of the people of Yenbo, 
I had a complete chemical analysis made in the Quality of Water Laboratory in 
Washington, U.S.A. The results are as follows:

After this water was collected the well has become progressively saltier, 
when we pumped it for five days recently it analysed as follows: 


At the present tine the water can be used for growing dates, according to 
Mr. Hamilton, agronomist with Arameo, provided gypsum is added to the soil after 
a period of irrigation. I have asked the driller to leave the casing in the 
ground so that it may be used for irrigation. In exceptionally rainy years the 
water may be drinkable when it could serve as an auxiliary supply for the town. 

Despite the additional cost plus the withdrawal of water needed for date 
gardens, it now appears that the fyun at the junction of Wadis Nakhli and Para'a, 
namely Zyun Sha'atha, Ali Harbiya, and Ajlan are the nearest sources of fresh 
water for the town supply. 

On receiving aerial photographs of the Yenbo block I proceeded there and 
examined every possibility for a water supply for the town. I was most hopeful 
of finding a new source, so that the ever-diminishing waters of Yenbo Nakhl 
could be utilized for the growing of dates, I have reluctantly, after much 
study and test-drilling, been forced to the conclusion that the nearest supply 
of fresh water in sufficient quantity for the tow lies in the gravels of Yenbo 


I would like to suggest that you consider the possibility of drilling wells 

so that the water which seeps down towards 
the sea and becomes brackish may be utilized as much as possible for the tow 
supply. This water is lost and serves no useful purpose other than stock wtering 
below Sin Mubarak and a line can be laid from wells to the stock-watering points 
if necessary. In the meantime a survey can well be made of the pipe-line to 
Gyun Sha'atha, Ali Harbiya and Ajlan and a begiming made in cleaning out the 
old dibbula. If the test-drilling is succesful wells can be installed so as not 
ter dibbula and the gravel drained in such a marner as to

Mr. Howell opened the meeting by commenting on the present 
financial status of the mission. The over-obligetion amounted to 
approximately $170,000 - possibly more, This over-obligntion came 
about as a result of a series of circumstances which are now past 
history, It is obvious that the mission has heen placed in an 
extremely difficult position and something mst be done if it ds 
to continue to function, 

He expressed the need for mech tighter fiscal contro] and 
said that Mr, Bode would be responsible for the certification of 
documents as to the availability of sufficient fimds before any 
obligations or expenditures my be made. (Mr. Dunaway noted thet 
since June 1, 1953, this procedure had been followed), Obviously, 
such certification would not include daily petty cash purchases, etc., 
for which some other procedure should be worked out, Mr, Bode's 
prime responsibility will be to set up the accounting system and 
exercise contro] over expenditures, In Mr, Howell's opinion, the 
Embassy should continue to keep the books for TCA with Mr. Rode 
supplying the code number and other information necessary for entry, 

Mr, Howell noted that expenditures for furnishings and 
remodeling of rented properties came to nearly $200,000 plus rent of 
about $80,000, This is a very heavy expenditure and was not 
contemplated in the original budget planning, Tt should have been 
taken into consideration by TCA/W and TCA/SA and action taken 
accordingly, However, in his opinion, the field is very vulnerable 


GQURIDNTIAL = ee 
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personnel and funds allocated in the approved budget estimates from 
Washington are not necessarily final but are to serve as a guide, 
subject to local needs and circumstances, The Country Director should 
consult with the Chiefs and Administrative Officers on any shifts between 
fields of activity and expense categories within a Division and make 
the necessary decision as to any changes to be made, Mejor changes 
may be made by the Country Director but TOAAY should be notified, 

Mr, Howell emphasized that such changes are related to the needs of 
the overeall program and the final decision as to these matters must 
rest with the Coumtry Director but he again stressed the need for 
continusous staff consultetion. He pointed out that the budget 
estimate approved by TCA! is not on obligating dogunent ~ the 
obligation of funds is dependent on receipt of an ‘advice of 
allotment’ from Vashington, 

In order to clarify the Mission's status at this tine, it was 
proposed that a budgetary statement be prepared for TCA/W outlining 
the essential fixed expenses such as house rentals, salaries, and 
allowances, etc., necessary to keep the mission going during FY-54, 
In addition, details should be given as to the funds necessary to 
carry out projects and attain objectives, While the figure of 
$1,000,000 should be taken es a planning figure, according to 
Mr. Howell, it is a tentative one and not necessarily final, It 
1s conceivable that the budget might come to $1,500,000 or $1,700,000 
or more, The size, however, would be dependent on the basic fixed 
costs plus projects, He stressed the tentative nature of the figure 
presented to the field with the final total being dependent on the 
kind of program proposed. He urged that the program presented be 
realistic and down to bedrock, In that way it would get its most 


OE ,

favorable hearing, It was noted that at times TCAW proposes actions 
which entail expenditure of finds without taking into consideration 
over-all program expenditures and hence providing for increased funds. 
An example of this is the cost added to the program when it assumed 
all staff housing responsibilities, With the installation of the new 
accounting system, both TCA/Y and the field will be better informed 
and such occurences will be less likely to occur in the future. 

Concerning the Rural Commmity Development Project, it was 
stated by Mr. Howell that technicians used in the Project mst be paid 
from each Division's funds as there were no other funds which could 
be utilized in this vay. ‘+ this time, $290,000 remains for the 
Project, He urged that the Project be vigorously pushed and that 
careful planning take place to see thet the funds are used effectively. 
Current conditions were described and discussed. 

Mr. Howell mentioned the fact that, for the coming fiscal year, 
there would be two allotments - program direction and program, 
Program Direction, meaning the Country Director and his staff, includes 
all personnel spending over 50% of their time on administrative mtters} 
and other program expenses. These expenses were not defined in detail 
as instructions are being sent to the field. Program expenses are 
those expended on projects,including cost of personnel spending over 
50% of their time on program operations, Howell noted that administrative 
costs in a small program loom as quite large but should be kept to the 
necessary minimm, 

Until the FY-54 budget 1s approved and 'adviee of allotment! 
(DS-150) received, expenditures must be kept to an absolute minimum 
for those expenses needed to keep the mission operating, No projects,

can be undertaken until the "advice of allocation" is received, 
Discussion took place concerning this mtter, It was noted that 

in July, ugust, September and possibly October, no projects would 
be operating save the Rural Commmity Development Project for which 
$290,000 should be available, The seriousness of this matter is 
obvious but, except in the case of the Quareytine Station where 
porhaps $100,000 will be made avadlable prior to receipt of ‘advice 
of allotment', nothing can be done, It was pointed out that in the 
future these unfortunate circumstances should not re-oceur if projects 
get into operation in FY-54 and continue over into the next year, 
The approved budget estimate can be used ae a basis for discussion 
with SAG but not as sn authorisation for signing ‘greenents and 
oblignting funds, At this time, aside from the Rural Community 
Development Project, the only operating project for which funds 

ere necessary 1s the Comercial School, The Agreement hes not yet 
been signed, Howell was of the opinion that some way could be 
found to keep it functioning, 

Mr. Hovell questioned the status of local employees - these 
were listed as to salaries and duties, He noted that those employed 
by TCA to work in the Bnbassy, while necessary, should be provided 
for by the Bnbassy. However, he recognised the peculair local 
conditions, He stressed the need to keep the number of locals to 
a minimum and to use them effectively, 

Concerning the Page apartment in Beit Fakri, he said he would 
see what could be done to get Page efther to move or to nay 1/3 of 


the rent,

In July, 1952, SAG wae dissatisfied with the relatively small 
TCA/SA program budget and threetened to cancel the program. Dr. Stratton 
held several conferences with Najib Bey Salha, then the Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Finance, He tentatively proposed that he vould seek a 
$500,000 cash increase, if 40 would match it, to be spent in some 
community for development purposes, Wo details cre available in the 
field concerning his conferences in ‘ugust, 1952, in ‘ashington with 
Department and TCA officials. It was decided that TCA would offer 
5A0 a package program an part of the FY-53 budget - the Raflway Survey, 
en Aerial Curvey and the $500,000 Commmity Development Project, 
Ambassador Hare and Dr, Brown are believed to have opposed the idea of 
community development, strassing the peculiar nature of Saudi Arabia 
and the need to push geological studies end land-water use development 
before undertaking an over-all improvement program. 


In a memorandum to Najib Bey Salha from Dr. Stratton dated 
September 13, 1952, it is steted "At 1s understood that if the project 
ig agreed upon, the J, S, Government, through Point 4, would contribute 
$500,000 (five hundred thousand dollars) exclusive of the salaries of 
U. 5, technicians, provided that SAG would contribute en equivalent

The $500,000 contribution was clearly regsrded as being a one-year 
contribution - namely FY-53, 


In a letter to Mr, Fryer from Dr. Stratton dated (October 23,1952, 
in whieh the October 22 meeting 1s discussed, Dr. Stratton wrote: 
"I should add that when asked if TCA would continue with this sort of 
development work another year, I replied that I could not guarantee 
what sums would be appropriated nor for what purposes. I added, 
hovever, that if in this current year, ve could demonstrate here in 
Saudi Arabla thet our two governments were vorking in close and 
friendly cooperation and producing tangible results that I felt that 
both governments vould wish to continue this sort of program and 
projects beyond the end of this fiseal year." 


In a letter to Fryer from Stratton deted November 4, 1952, 
regarding the FY~54 budget, he noted: "It should also be pointed 
out that the budget makes no provis'on for direct financial 
contributions to Community Development Projects in '54,"

It should be remarked here that the proposed Community 
Development Project in Tihama~Asir ves drawn up on the tarest of 
essential information, Some aerial survey vork had been done; 
also some geological studies and merping. PAO teams had also made 
atudies in this general area, Yovever, no careful detetled study 
was made of the region with the object in mind of selecting objectives, 
delineating work to be done, estimating costs and time periods and 
how the project was to be carried on over a number of years, 
Considering the very backward, isolated and neglected nature of the 
region, the most careful planning should heve been done, It should 
have been apparent to anyone even casually femiliar with the region 
that no one-year Could be expected to do much more than touch 
the surface.

It might be remarked that Itwad is as difficult of access as any 
location in Eastern Arabia. 


The Tiham-Asir end the mountain Asir region are generally regarded 
as among the most promising, we a soap b in Saudi Arabia due to good 
soils and a relatively fair (as compared to the desert climate 
prevailing elsevhere), However, all reports indicate that despite the 
relatively favorable conditions, oe Ss exist in great poverty 
one Gere their inabil p= bol 
use properly the water available. Therefore, the goal ought first to 
be to develop controls over water flow and thus conserve all available 
supplies for use for crops and for human end animal consumption. 

Selection of sites obviously should have been dependent on a 
clear conception of objectives, In selecting the Tihama it is not 
Clear as to what objectives vere sought. If water development vere 
the basic goal, planning would have had to have been in terms of 
years and millions of dollars. (This view is premised on the British 
experience in water development under somewhat similar conditions in 
Aden - specifically the Abayan District, with a local rainfall of 2" 


and heavy rains in the highlands draining into the wadis, on which 
several reports are available),

In the opinion of most technicians familair with the situation, 
such development is the only really fruitful one. 


The other approach for the Tihama is to try to improve conditions 
mainly through technical assistance. It is to be most seriously questioned 
if such an approach is the most practical. The primitive nature of the 
economy, the lack of transport facilities and the general isolation of 
the region would probably be little affected, even in the course of 
tds Pag ogy In more advanced communities such as Catif, 

» Abhe, ete,, this way is undoubtedly sound. But in the Tiham 
it would appear,after careful study, to be impractical until such time 
as the contfol and use of water sre improved, The very isolation of 
the region mitigates against its being a "demonstration center", “audi 
officials certainly would not undergo the hardships to see it. It is 
also to be noted that PAO in adi Gizan is approaching the problem fron 
the viewpoint of land and water development. By providing a sound 
economic basis on which to build, they hope to rejuvenate a now 
stagnant if not actually declining region. 


The Khulais - Hadda esh Sham Yadis appear to be somewhat better 
suited for the commmity type approach. They aro readily accessible 
to Jidda and hence might be used to demonstrate to SAG officials what 
can be done to better the life of Saudi rural dwellers. Hovever, the 
water problem is of importance here also. Unless water can be 
controlled and new sources found, additional land cannot be brought into 
cultivation, This meana thet the present subsistence living can be 
improved only to a very limited degree. 


In summing up site selection, it must be stressed that any type 
of improvement in Saudi Arabia has to be thought of in terms of years, 
It is a serious mistake to think that conditions here can be changed 
in a few years by a few foreign techniclens. Spectacular results 
cannot be expected as Saudi (Arabia is a poor land. Real improvement 
will come largely from the discovery of new resources or the efficient 
use of and discovery of new vater sources,

INTROOUCTICN 


The oustons tariff and custons administration are undoubtedly 
amcng the rost controversia) subjects within government and privete 
circles of any country, Sqviteble taxation through equa) application 
of sound customs formalities is constantly opposed by certain private 
mercantile interests, Domestic industries seek ewery means of ssouring 
themselves from foreign competition regardless of the effects on the 
eoonenie life of the consumer, Foreign industry attempts to eling to 
a market without regard to the industria) devolorment of the consuming 
country, 

Yor these reasons, attempts to improve customs administration 
and tariff legislation are diffieult, yet fascinating, The approach 
to these problems in Iraq was mode through close intensive contact for 
three weeks with customs officials and employeos, Detailed discussions 
on customs ani tariff problems vere had, Formalities for clearing 
goods, step-by-step, wore exumined, A detaile! review of specific 
provisions of customs and tariff legislation was made,

This time-consuming procedure is undoubtedly necessary when the 
value of a product cannot be established by acceptable documentary 
evidence, liowever, in the last twonty yoars, the import trade of Iraq 
has changed so that now a large portion of imports arrive from countries 
the trade practions of which demand proper invotetng, The buyer and 
seller cach know the actual price paid for the goods and often this is 
correctly expressed in the invoice, 

It ip therefore recommended that the basis of value be chenged so 
that invoioos, meeting the prescribed requirements, ean be accepted ae 
evidence of value, If acceptable evidence cf value is not presented, the 
domentic wholesale value can then be resorted to, This change oun be

second baols of value, Novever, an invoice properly executed should be 
accepted without question, and the officials responsible for imposing 
penaltios for mking false import declarations should be active in en 
forcing the lav, There is no better encouragement to declaring true 
value than making examples of those who faleify value, 

To engournge true invoioes, it is also recommended that Apticle 32 
of the Sustems Code be amended, This Article provides that goods may be 
taken by the government if the declared value is lose than the appraised 
values tho importer is to bo paid the velue he declares, as full payrent 
for the goods, The present provision is not being applied for the reason 
that customs officials are personally responsible for any loss by reason 
of inability of the government to sell such goods for the aypraised value, 

It is recommended thet the following provision be substituted 
for the present Article 32:

It will be noted thet, if the firet baste of value (invoice value) 
ie used, there wuld be no cocasion to resort te Article 325 this 
provision would only apply where the secon! or third bases of value are 
used, (190, the difference between the appraised and declared value 
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must bo nore than 20 percent of the declared value before any goods are 
taken by customsy the government is not cbliged te take goods when the 
difference in yaluntion is minor, Only that portion of the goods equal 
in value to the duty and charges vould be tekons the goverment fs not 
yequired to assure the obligation te dispose of the entire consignment 
nerely to protect the duty, and the Custons officials would assume 

the responsibility for persone] loss only to the extent of the 
Aifforence in aypraieed value of the goods taken and the value obtained 
fron their sole, Since the appraiser aewunes this loss and since the 
importer nay demand that custons take that portion of the goods, he will 
be cautious in his valustion, On the other hand, the importer takes the 
chance of having te fellow through with an appeal or bave bis goods 
divided and part of it teken for eurtons dutics, in addition to the 
vauel possibility of penalties {f the declaration is falar. 


TI, Quatens Lolies 

The police authority upon vbich the customs administration rust 
rely, {9 vested in the Mintetey of Intarfor, whieh bas a contingent of 
the foree asuigned speeifienlly t work with customs officials on the 
enforcement of the customs and tariff lave, lowever, the police thus 
aseigned are not subject te the ecntro) of customs efficials, Yor this 
reason, misconduct, negligones in duty, or failure of the police to take 
instructions or fellow through on information sequred from the customs 
officials must be dealt with through representations te the superiors 
in the poligs organisetion, This is cften ineffective or results in a 
mere transfor of the policeman to another custems post, 

The proper enforcement of the cuvtons and tariff lave is ono of the 
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post diffioult types of police vork, Yet, protection of government 
revenues depends solely on effective onforesnont, Tn fact, the vory 
safety of the people and eountry depends upon the exclusion of une 
authorized inporte of arne, munitions, nareoties, and certain other 
contraband, 

The eustons orgonization is in the best position te properly enforge 
the custons and tariff laws, Their officials must be comletely familiar 
with all the provisions of lav, They aro required te {napeet all goods 
entering the country. Inforners usually turn te then with inform: tion 
relating to smuggling activities, In addition, the customs organization 
has the obligetion to carry cut the eustems law but no authority to 
direet]y contro) the enferoament of that cbligetion. 

It i therefore recommended that a special police foree be 
established within the customs orgeniartion, directly supervised by an 
Aseistant Director General of Customs and fxeiee for folic, There should 
be an fuelatant Collector of Custens and ixeise for ielice in each of 
the three Colleetorates, The authority shuld thus spread throughout 
the customs organisation just as any other branch of the customs service, 
The Customs Folie should be made to feel a part of s cemplete, 
efficient, and effective arm of the branch of government vhere they be- 
Jong.

UNIFORM LETTER OF INSTRUCTIONS TO TECHNICIANS

This letter wll confirm your appointment as (title), assigned to the staff of the U.S. Di- 
rector of Technical Cooperation in (country) under authority of existing legislation. Your serv- 
ices in the field of (specialization) have been requested by (country) under the provisions of 
agreenents signed by that country and the United States within the framework of such legislation. 
Your position title, grade, and salary are shown on your notification of personnel action, to 
which is attached a copy of your job description. 


Under the direction of the Chief of Diplomatic Mission for his country of assignment, the 
U.S. Director of Technical Cooperation is responsible for al) Point 4 activities in the country. 
His staff includes both personnel employed directly by the Technical Cooperation Administration, 
@nd personnel employed by other Federal agencies who are paid from funds provided by TCA, Techni- 
@ans of the various participating Federal agencies therefore come under the general direction of 
the Direotor of Technical Cooperation. (The general framevork of these relationships is set forth 
in a statement by the Secretary of State issued on August 18, 1952, to all diplomatic posts con- 
ducting TCA operations, entitled " 
Reference should also be made to appropriate parte of the TCA Manual. 


As a member of the (technical division, field party, servicio) of the TCA Mission, you will be 
responsible to the Chief of the (technical division, field party, servicio) either directly or 
through such supervisory personnel as the Chief of the (technical division, field party, servicio) 
may designate, The Chief of the (technical division, field party, servicio) in turn is responsible 
to the Country Director of (country) to which you are being assigned. Through your supervisor you 
should obtain necessary technical backstopping from the (bureau or agency) in Washington and pro~ 
vide all requested reports and other information to the Country Director. Your supervisor will ar~- 
range for copies of communications to the (bureau or agency) in Washington to be supplied to the 
Country Director, and likewise for copies of reports to the Country Director to be supplied to the 
(bureau or agency) in Washington, 


The mature, term and scope of your assignment are defined in your job description, or in the 
attached activity authorization or agreement, and in any attached special technical instruction 
from the (bureau or agency), You should bear in mind that the ultimate goal under the agreement 
is to develop competence in the host country in your field of assignment so that upon withdrawal 
of United States participation the function can be exercised successfully on a continuing basis. 

Tt may be part of your responsibility during your assignment to provide technical advice and as- 
sistance, to an extent consistent with the effective discharge of the responsibilities of your 
assignment, in the field of (specialization) to other United States specialists, to the Country 
Director and to personnel of other technical assistance agencies, and advice and training in the 
field to collaborating nationals of (country), In this connection, it has been the consistent 
policy of the Technical Cooperation Administration to wrk in the closest possible cooperation 

with the United Nationa and its specialized agencies, with other mitilateral programs, and with 
the representatives of private voluntary organizations and others engaged in international programs. 
In the development of your relationship with officials of other agencies and of the host goverment, 
you shall be subject through your supervisor to the guidance of the Country Director, 


Part of your fundamental responsibility will be to participate in the selection and preliminary 
orientation of any trainees recommended by the Government of (country) for training in the United 
States or at other training centers, In this respect your recommendation of the trainees should 
take into account the objectives of the total country program.

This is particularly true as it may concern any interest or desire to engage in private 
business activities while abroad. The Foreign Service Manual of the Department of State states in 
part "An American employee shall not, while holding office, transact or be interested in any busi- 
ness or engage for profit in any profession in any country or countries to which he is assigned 
abroad, in his own name or in the name of through the agency of any other person, ..." Full 
details governing such activities are clearly set forth in Part IV, Section 626, of the Mamal, 
and may be obtained from the Country Director or Chief of Mission, 


Further information concerning your relationships in the field and the procedures under which 
the Point 4 Program operates may be obtained from the TCA Manual of Policy and Operations, which

You have been selected and appointed to this assignment as being well qualified for the task 
both technically and personally.

In reviewing the '54 estimates of budgeted proposed expenditures which 
you gave ne the other day, I foul the following detail Sectutetens 3 

Ut 0 cost of $60,000, treining auarde 33 at a cost of $135,000, no 

employees, no supplies, equipment or other costs. 


These estimates are alright as fer ac they go but they don't go far 
enough. It can't be assumed that this proposal satisfies the importance 
of our mission in Arable or the situation and conditions as we must face 
then with our host government. Nor can we assume that this proposal is 
sufficient to justify our previous efforts and investments. These estimates 
as a final conelusion are just not capable of making our position here 
tenable, much less profitably significant, 


To sogure results in education, as well as in other areas of technical 
growth, the program of development must be by demonstration, example and 
results, bode rong) iby cet nige gpa llgr lh needle reat f 
living is many times beyond the capacity of even the most enlightened 
Arabians, steeped with the traditionally living each day as it comes about, 
As they see the operation and profit by the results, they are fast te accept 
and support modern ways on far-reaching undertakings, Therefore in 
educational endeavor, fends must be available for TCA educational domon- 
stration services and with the acceptance cf a minimum of joint financial 
contribution from the Saudi Arabian Goverment, The opportunities under 
such conditions in Saudi Arabia, where virtually only Americans are known 
to the people, are wnlinited, 


I feel that the increasing willingness on the part of the Covernment 
to contribute financially to cur training programs is a strong indication 
that expansion of the services is absolutely essential now, To slut off 
all opportunity in this direction at this time, as the proposed budget 
dictates, means the closing of the Commereial Sehool, refusing to assist 
in the proper organization of the Industrial School, or mything else except 
the processing of trainee grant applications, 


Although the matter of financing this ICA mission in Arabia is not 
my direet concern, adequate financial support in corformity with the ob- 
jectives of our educational division within the linitations of good 
judgment, is of vital importance to me in the proper discharge of my duties. 
In this connection, I de not fee] thet the explanation of justification 
of this budget you have presented me with, as outlined in the Department's 
cable, can be accepted ax being adequate or justifiable, 


As pointed out in my written comments to you on the observations con- 
tained in this mesoage, Seudi Arobia cannot be placed in a comparative 
status with other near and middle eastern countries; to do so is to shut
